assists piu vid e s fo r the support bracket adjustability. 

3. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein 
said receptacle has » an elongated catch shape receptacle, 
wherein said generally U-shaped portion of said support bracket 
aperture is provided with a generally circular aperture, and said 
receptacle gomprises a boss that is rotatable within said 
aperture for adjustability of the catch position of said 
receptacle .

is adapted to be supported by said support structure, wherein the
